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T hroughout our 108-year history, The 
College of New Rochelle has prided itself 
on providing quality instruction and 
promoting an institutional model which em- 
phasizes a student-centered education. 

From the beginning, CNR has been committed to 
a liberal arts foundation for all students. Coupled 
with our Catholic and Ursuline heritage, these 
elements set the stage for what we desire our 
students to know, how we wish them to approach 
learning, and, undoubtedly, how they live their 
lives. This broad preparation in the liberal arts 
teaches our students to think critically, analytically, 
emphasizes strong writing and communication 
skills, and fosters the development of complex 
reasoning. It places current knowledge in an appro- 
priate context and prepares them to synthesize 
information in new and meaningful ways. 

Students are thus armed with the greatest products 
of human imagining from diverse disciplines. True 
to its roots, such an education concerns itself not 
only with the transmission of the best knowledge 
of today but seeks to create the right environment 
for the cultivation of an intellectual life - Wisdom 
for Life. While the current economic climate seems 
to demand increasing specialization, it is those 
higher order thinking skills that are needed most 
in distressed job markets and will form the 
constitution of our future leaders. 

The Catholic intellectual tradition has much to 
offer our students in shaping their values as they 
seek to satisfy their personal yearning to discover 
how one should live. It begins with a deep-seated 
understanding that faith and reason are com- 
plementary modes of seeking truth, and that this 
journey is lifelong. It supports the notion that 
using our intellects, skills, and talents to under- 
stand our world will deepen our capacity to more 
fully grasp what it means to be human and, 
consequently, understand our place, and our 
potential, in the world. Ultimately, this will lead 


students to choose the important responsibilities 
and commitments that must be undertaken in their 
time and will enable them to live their lives 
fully, meaningfully, and lovingly with all of the 
human family. 

Thus the combination of the richness of a liberal 
arts education with the inspiration of the Catholic 
intellectual tradition remains at the core of our 
educational foundation that we remain as deeply 
committed to today as we did in 1904. 

During my first year as president, I have had the 
privilege to meet with the faculty and instructional 
staff of each of the four Schools and of the Library 
and have been continually impressed, but not 
surprised, with the quality of their scholarly work, 
continued commitment to students, and service to 
the College and the greater community. This pub- 
lication represents only a glimpse of the work the 
faculty does in service to the disciplines and, in 
fact, only documents an 18-month window of 
faculty publications and professional contributions. 
Faculty activity continues tirelessly throughout 
the year, even after each semester ends. 

I would like to thank the faculty and instructional 
staff for their continued commitment to the 
mission, their dedication to our students' educa- 
tion, their service to the CNR Community, and 
their contributions to their disciplines. Through 
their efforts, we continue to meet the challenges 
of our educational mission in new and innovative 
ways — calling forth the very best in each and every 
one of our students. I take pride in the work that 
they do and remain ever grateful.

Dr. Amy Bass, Professor, History, Director of the 
Honors Program, School of Arts and Sciences, published 
Those About Him Remained Silent: The Battle over 
W.E.B. Du Bois (U Minnesota Press, 2009), which 
explores the complex intersection of global politics, 
racism, and cold war patriotism by investigating the 
controversial movement in the late 1960s to memor- 
ialize Du Bois in his hometown of Great Barrington, 
MA. The book was nominated for the Liberty Legacy 
Award, the Lawrence Levine Prize in cultural history, 
the Merle Curti award in social history, Columbia 
University's Bancroft Prize, and the Massachusetts Book 
Award. It received Honorable Mention from the 
National Council on Public History. In 2010 and 2011 
Dr. Bass had numerous book signings and book talks 
throughout Massachusetts, including at the Bookloft 
in Great Barrington, the Du Bois Center, Chapters in 
Pittsfield, MA, and the famous Where the Sidewalk 
Ends Bookstore in Chatham. She was featured on Bald- 
Blogger - "Amy Bass on Those About Him Remained 
Silent" (January 2010) and interviewed on WAMC, 
Northeast Public Radio, on the legacy of racism in New 
England. Bass also delivered the annual Martin Luther 
King Jr. Day Address at the Bushnell-Sage Library in 
Sheffield, MA, in January 2010 and spoke about her 
book on the legacy of W.E.B. Du Bois. The January/ 
February 2010 issue of Education Update featured an 
essay by Dr. Bass titled "Remembering Du Bois." Dr. 
Bass was featured in the article "W.E.B. Du Bois story 
reflects larger issues of American History" in The 
Republican in February 2010. In March 2010 she spoke 
at the New York Metropolitan American Studies 
Association's Salon Talk Series, a lecture series at Hunt- 
er College that features New York writers. In April 
2010 Dr. Bass was interviewed on the award-winning 
New Books in History, a podcast hosted by Dr. Marshall

about their work, and particularly their new books. The 
Library Journal ranked the book #12 on the list of the 
20 best-selling U.S. history books of 2010. Dr. Bass 
recently returned to the Bushnell-Sage Library in 
November 2011 for its annual " Author's Day" event. 
She signed copies of her books, Not the Triumph but 
the Struggle , In the Game, and Those About Him 
Remained Silent, alongside some 35 writers, including 
baseball star Jim Bouton, noted chef Michael Ballon, 
New York Times best-selling novelist Allison Larkin, 
and photographer Paul Rocheleau. Also featured were 
her parents, writers Milton and Ruth Bass - the ad 
campaign for the event proclaimed "We Have Hooked 
Some Bass at the Bushnell-Sage!" Dr. Bass' work on 
the culture of sports continues. She again served as 
Research Supervisor for NBC Olympic Sports for the 
Vancouver Winter Olympic Games in January/ 
February 2010; her work was featured on the University 
of Minnesota Press blog, Amy Bass's Road to the 
Vancouver Olympics" (February 17, 2010) and on the 
popular history blog The Way of Improvement Leads 
Home, in a piece titled "What CAN you do with a 
History Major?" (February 15, 2010). She was inter- 
viewed by The Washington Post on the role of women 
in sports (February 6, 2010). She published the sixth 
and seventh titles in her series with Temple University 
Press. The Library Journal said that it is "an essential 
read for soccer and sports fans everywhere." She was a 
member of the featured panel, "Beckham in America," 
at the Kicking and Screening International Soccer Film 
Festival in New York City alongside American soccer 
superstar Alexi Lalas and journalist Adam Spangler, 
dissecting the arrival of Beckham into Major League 
Soccer and gauging his impact on the United States. In 
January 2011 Dr. Bass was featured on an episode of 
"Fresh Outlook," the nationally syndicated current 


events program on Ebru TV. The episode focused on 
race and sports. In a similar vein, in October 2010, Dr. 
Bass was invited as a Feinberg Distinguished Lecturer 
in History by the University of Massachusetts; her 
address, "Whose Broad Strips and Bright Starts?" 
concentrated on the political awakening of sports with 
black power movements in the 1960s. Most recently, 
she was commissioned by the University of Minnesota 
Press Blog to write a piece on the recent sex scandals at 
Penn State University; her article, "*They* Are... Penn 
State: 'Qui tacet consentire videtur' (Silence gives 
consent)," ponders the reaction of the university com- 
munity to the loss of its legendary football coach, Joe 
Paterno. She published a review of Barbara J. Keys' 
Globalizing Sport: National Rivalry and International 
Community in the 1930s in the American Historical 
Review (2009) and a review essay of Steven Riess and 
Gerald Gems The Chicago Sports Reader in Indiana 
Magazine of History (March 2011); she serves as a 
manuscript reviewer for the University of Minnesota, 
Temple University, the Journal of American History, the 
University of Chicago, Oxford University, and Routledge. 
In the world of Honors education, Dr. Bass has been 
named to the editorial board of the Northeast Regional 
Honors Council's new website. The site will feature peer- 
reviewed articles, news items, and student and faculty 
profiles. She continues to serve on the Divers-ity Steering 
Committee of the National Collegiate Honors Council. 
At CNR, she received Faculty Fund Awards in 2009 and 
2010 and NEH faculty grants in 2009 and 2010. 

Eric Ofori Bekoe, Instructional Staff, Social Sciences 
and Psychology, School of New Resources, Rosa Parks 
Campus, wrote a review of Lee Ann Fujii's book, Killing 
Neighbors: Web of Violence in Rwanda (2009) in Africa 
Today Vol. 56 (3), April 2010. He also reviewed Charles 
F. Peterson's DuBois, Tanon, Cabral: The Margins of 
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Elite Anti- Colonial Leadership (2007) in African Studies 
Quarterly , Vol. 12 (1) Fall 2010. In August 2010 
Professor Bekoe attended and presented a paper on the 
"Peace Corps as a Facet of Ghana-US Relations" at the 
Kwame Nkrumah International Conference at 
Kwantlen Polytechnic University in Richmond near 
Vancouver in Canada. The paper presented has been 
published with the same title in From Colonization to 
Globalization: The Intellectual and Political Legacies of 
Kwame Nkrumah and Africa's Future (2011). In March

Dr. Kristin B. Berman, Associate Professor, Gifted! 
Special Education and Childhood Education , Graduate 
School , recently published several articles in academic 
journals and books including: "Drama" in Barbara 
Kerr's (Ed.) Encyclopedia of Giftedness, Creativity, and 
Talent, published by Sage Publications. Dr. Berman also 
delivered the keynote address at the First Annual 
Education Conference for Independent Schools in 
Kuwait, "21st Century Skills: What Do Our Children 
Need to Succeed in a Global Society?"

"Preparing Educators to Teach Students with Limited/ 
Interrupted Education," which was also presented at the 
annual TESOL Convention in New Orleans. 

Cristina de Gennaro, Professor, Art, School of Arts 
and Sciences, received a fellowship for an artist 
residency at the Helene Wurlitzer Foundation in Taos, 
NM, from September-December 2010, where she 
worked on new artworks. Her work was included in an 
exhibition called Flowers, Follies, and other Rites of 
Spring at The Rockland Center for the Arts in West 
Nyack, NY, from March- April 2011. Her work was also 


included in a group exhibition at Sideshow Gallery, 
Brooklyn, NY, from January-February 2011. 

Dr. Kenneth J. Doka, Professor, Gerontology, 
Graduate School, received an award as "End-of-Life 
Champion" from the Idaho End-of-Life Coalition at 
their annual meeting held in July 2009 in Boise, ID.

The book includes a 
chapter by Dr. Linda Shand, Associate Professor in the 
School of Nursing , on complementary and alternative 
cancer therapies and another chapter on cancer in 
children and adolescents authored by Marianne Walsh. 
Ms. Walsh received her master's degree in art therapy 
and a certificate in thanatology from CNR. In March 
2010 Dr. Doka gave a keynote presentation in San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, on "Disenfranchised Grief" for the 
Thanatological Association of the Island.

Late in 2010 he published a chapter 
entitled " Struggling with Grief and Loss" in S. Friedman 
and D. Helm's (Eds) book, End-of-Life Care for Children 
and Adults with Intellectual and Developmental 
Disabilities. Dr. Doka published his 27th book, 
Spirituality and End-of-Life Care, which offers tools 
for assessment and intervention to assist counselors and 
individuals in utilizing spiritual strengths as they face 
illness and death. Additionally, Dr. Doka was the 
recipient of the Helping Hand Award presented by A 
Caring Hand: The Billy Esposito Foundation in April 
2011. Dr. Doka also did four presentations in a speaking 
tour of the Western Florida Coast in both January 2011 
and 2012, presenting in Naples, Fort Myers, Tampa, and 
Sarasota on generational differences in grief. He 
published three articles, "Grief, Dementia and Multiple 
Loss," in Bereavement Care, a British journal, "The 
Organization of Thanatology" (with N. Heflin-Wells,

Journal of Death and Dying, and "Religion and 
Spirituality: Assessment and Intervention" in the 
Journal of Social Work in End-of-Eife and Palliative 
Care. He also recently spoke on "Gender Differences 
in Grief" to the Central Conference of American Rabbis 
in New Orleans. He published his 28th book, Beyond 
Kiibler-Ross: New Perspectives on Death, Dying, and 
Grief, edited with Amy Tucci.

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Dr. Denise Guinn, Associate Professor ; Chemistry, 
School of Arts and Sciences, published together with 
Dr. Rebecca Brewer a chemistry textbook, Essentials of 
General, Organic, and Biochemistry: An Integrated 
Approach (W.H. Freeman, NY), for allied health majors, 
currently being used at 51 colleges and universities, 
including The College of New Rochelle. Dr. Guinn 
presented a paper entitled "Getting Allied Health 
Students Interested in Chemistry: Making the Shift to 
an Integrated GOB course" in Denton, TX, in August 
2010. In November 2010 Dr. Guinn and coauthor Dr. 
Rachel Jameton signed a contract with W.H. Freeman 
to produce a 1,200-page mainstream organic chemistry 
text, intended for biology and chemistry majors, premed 
and predent students. 

Dr. Deborah Hunt, Assistant Professor, School of 
Nursing, gave a presentation on "Thriving in Your 
Career" at the ADVANCE Job Fair and Continuing 
Education program, held in Melville, NY, in February 
2010. Dr. Hunt and Dr. Connie Vance, Professor, School

(SCA), Bronx, NY, in May 2011. In addressing the 65 
young women inducted, Dr. Iervolino, herself an 
alumma of SCA, spoke of the need for women's lead- 
ership, core values, influence, and "reach" in every 
professional venue and workplace. 

Dr. Isola Kokumo, Instructional Staff, Social 
Sciences, School of New Resources, Co-op City Campus, 
was the guest speaker in March 2010 at the Egbe Omo 
Yoruba Chapter of Greater New York. His topic, 
"Remembering Awo in Times of Crises," focused on 
the very prominent Nigerian politician, the late Chief 
Obafemi Jeremiah Awolowo. 

Dr. Faith Kostel-Hughes, Associate Professor, 
Biology and Environmental Studies, School of Arts and 
Sciences, along with Dr. Diane Quandt, Associate 
Professor of Education, School of Arts and Sciences, and 
Dr. Roxanne Zimmer, Associate Professor of Commun- 
ication Arts, School of Arts and Sciences, received an 
environmental mini-grant from the George Candreva 
Foundation to support the campus sustainability garden.

This 
provides education majors unique undergraduate 
training in how school gardens can be used to teach 
standards-based content while also learning the 
practicalities involved in establishing and maintaining 
a school garden. The grant also supports outreach efforts 
to schools in the New Rochelle district to provide 
resources for those interested in establishing their own 
gardens. Drs. Kostel-Hughes, Quandt, and Zimmer 
presented CNR's "Sustainability Garden as a Learning 
Tool" during a poster session at the annual Environ- 
mental Consortium Conference in October 2010. The 
conference was the subject of a NY Times article, 
"Keeping Agriculture Alive Near New York City," by 
Peter Applebome (October 18, 2010). 

Dr. Cynthia Kraman, Associate Professor, English , 
School of Arts and Sciences , published a volume of new 
poetry, The Touch , in 2009 (Bowery Books), and was 
"blurbed" by National Book Award and Pulitzer Prize 
winner Richard Howard and National Book Critics 
Circle Book Award winner Marie Ponsot. The Touch 
was nominated for three major prizes, The 2011 Poets' 
Prize, The Kingsley Tufts Award and The Poetry Society 
of America's William Carlos Williams Award. Readings 
to support The Touch included appearances at Hugo 
House, Seattle, Moe's Books in San Francisco, Beyond 
Baroque in Los Angeles, and in New York City at KGB 
and The Cornelia Street Cafe. Dr. Kraman gave two 
radio interviews, speaking on The Bard's Eye View with 
Paul Elisha, WAMC Albany, NY, August 2009, and on 
Between the Covers , a two-part radio interview for 
KPFA with Jack Foley in Berkeley, CA, in June 2009. A 
poem from the new volume, "View From Manhattan, 


With Rainbow" is featured on a PATH train poster 
created by Poets House and the Port Authorities of New 
York and New Jersey. Dr. Kraman read the poem "Poetic 
City" during the River to River Festival at Nelson A. 
Rockefeller Park in July 2011 as part of the Poets House 
event. Brand new poems are currently up online at 
EOAGH:A Journal of the Arts. Also online is the Mystic 
Babylon podcast of a reading for The Touch at Moe's 
Books, Berkeley, 2009, and Bowery Poetry Club , Live! 
Vol.2 recordings with Bowery Women Marjorie Tesser 
and Kristin Prevallet, from the same year. Recent 
memoirist writing appears in both "Where Are You 
Tonight, Sweet Marie?" in Dylan at Play (Cambridge 
Scholars, 2011) and in Open City: Prose by Poets , a 
selection reprinted in They're at It Again, Stories from 
Twenty Years Of Open City (Grove Press and Open 
City, 2011). Dr. Kraman also saw her play Promised 
Land up at the Algonquin Theatre in New York City in 
October 2009. The play explores an imaginary history 
following the tragedy of 9/11 through life in the city, 
the American West, and the Afterworld. It was directed 
by Heidi Handelsman and featured rising star Rob Yang 
C The Adjustment Bureau, Bored to Death). This effort 
was supported by a CNR Faculty Fund Award. Also 
supported by the College and the National Endowment 
for the Humanities is Dr. Kraman's research on The 
Tame: Notes Towards an Ecocriticism of Surrender, 
presented at The Pharmakon Conference of the Society 
for Literature, Science and the Arts held in Kitchener, 
Ontario in September 2011. This multidisciplinary 
work, on tameness as a phenomenon of language, 
animals (including the human one), and literature, will 
serve as the basis of her sabbatical work in 2012. 
Recently published scholarship includes "The Wound 
of The Infinite: Re-reading Levinas Through Rashi's 
Commentary on the Song of Songs" in Levinas and 
Medieval Thought, edited by Dr. Ann Astell of the 
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University of Notre Dame (Duquesne, 2009). Dr. 
Kraman has developed two courses since 2009 with 
NEH support: "Awesome Writing," an upper level 
writing course, and "Dylan Thomas and the Bardic 
Tradition." Both were presented at Faculty Forums at 
the College. She has recently read from the new work 
at The Bowery Poetry Club and published three poems 
in EOAGH : a Journal of the Arts. 

Rebecca Lafleur, Associate Professor ; Psychology ; 
School of Arts and Sciences , was selected to serve a 
three-year term (2009-2012) as Conferences Liaison for 
the Association for Women in Psychology (AWP). AWP 
is a not-for-profit scientific and educational organization 
committed to encouraging feminist psychological 
research, theory, and activism. In this role, she is 
responsible for recruiting individuals to serve as 
coordinators of AWP's Annual Feminist Psychology 
Conference and offering guidance and support to the 
conference planning committee.
